Ifth
strost, with a complication of diseases
brouxht on by diphtheria, contracted last
Februnry., In fact, it was on Beptember
M thut the children residing in the dis-
trict bounded by Sth street, 34 strest,
York wstreet and Susquehanna avenoe
first missed the big Jovial frame and
kindly, smiling features of Hortx. He
was teken sick the night befors while on
his beat and rushed to him home,

“I GOT TO LIVE,"” HE BAID.

There a physician doubtfully shook his
hoad and culled other members of his
profession, until seven of the learnsd
practitioners had assembled and declared
that the big pollceman was beyond all
hope of recovery, They told him wso,
and he shook his head, too, but not with
the same meaning as the physicians:
